Applicant's reply filed December 13, 2005 is acknowledged. It is noted that in the Office Action mailed April 23, 2003, the 
Specification was objected to because it made reference to Figures 1-11 where no Figures have been filed with the instant application. 
In response to this objection, Applicants amended the Specification and deleted any reference to Figures in the disclosure. In doing 
this, Applicants have deleted information necessary to properly examine the instant claims. For example, page 13, lines 9-17 has been 
amended to recite, "The results obtained for each of the oligonucleotides tested show that all the nucleotides according to the 
invention have a result which is clearly greater than the result obtained with the medium alone or the negative control A15(S), which 
means that they are all capable of stimulating lymphocyte proliferation". Similarly, page 15, lines 16-23 has been amended to recite, 
"The results show that all the oligonucleotides according to the invention are capable of inducing lymphocyte proliferation and that 
particularly good results are obtained when the sequences of the oligonucleotides are those identified by SEQ IDs: 9 to 12". 

The Examiner cannot properly examine the instant claims without the pertinent information provided in Figures 1-11. As required 
under 37 CFR 1.105, Applicants are required to provide information that would aid in the examination of the application, said 
information being Figures 1-11. Applicant is reminded that a reply, or a failure to reply, to a requirement for information under this 
section will be governed by §§ 1.135 and 1.136.
